Effect of Enforcement of Ordinance. 
Your committee is of the opinion that the en- 
t of this ordinance, with its limitations 
as to time, will result practically in the total de- 
struction of all the buildings constructed upon 
the park and plaisance and the consequent loss 
of all the material that has entered in such con- 
struction. Upon the north eighty-four acres. by 
invitation of the Government of the United 
States and with the consent of your corporation 
many foreign governments and nearly all the 
States have ereoted special buildings for their 
use, and for the installation of special exhibits, 
expending in such construction an aggregate 
amount of several millions of dollars. By the 
terms of the concessions granted to the Commis- 


buildings, removal 
su buildings. is required on or before 
the first day of May, 1894, with the exception of 
the building erected by the State of Illinois, but 
as we understand further time has been given for 
the removal of our own State building. 

Several of the Commissioners representing for- 
eign governments have requested of the Execu- 
tive committee an extension of time for the re- 
moval or disposition of their buildings. We ap- 
pend herewith a copy ofa letter from Sir Henry 
Truman Wood, Secretary of the Commission of 
Great Britain, requesting your committee to ob- 
tain authority to allow the Victoria House to re- 
main untouched until the autumn of 1894. 

Upon the same north eighty-four acres the 
Fine Arts and the Fisheries Buildings have been 
located apd constructed. It is the opinion of 
your committee that if the buildings located and 
constructed upon the north eighty-four acres of 
Jackson Park are to be removed on or prior to 
the Ist of May next, especially as the winter will 
intervene, such removal cannot be effected except 
by an absolute destruction of the buildings. Your 
committee believes that the foreign and State 
Commissioners would have just cause of com- 
plaint if the letter of their respective contracts is 
to be enforced, and further believe that such ac- 
tion upon the part of your corporation would 
not only bring discredit upon the officers thereof, 
but more especially upon the city of Chicago. 

Relative to the other and principal buildings 
constructed by your corporation, their final dis- 
position should be carefully considered and the 
wishes not only of your stockholders, but also of 
the public at large, should, as far as practicable, 
be ed.and complied with. It is ap- 
parent that the final disposition of such build- 
ings cannot atthe present time be wisely de- 
termined. The city of Chicago. as well 
as the stockholders of your corporation has 


of

Want the Park for Another Year. 

We do not believe that the coming winter and 
spring of 1894 will be a favorable time for the 
disposition of such materials, nor do we

time can take intelligent actior’ relative to the 
matter. On account of the provisions of the 
ordinance if these buildings are to be removed 
within the time limited by the terms thereof it 
would seem to be important that immediate and 
definite action should be taken by the officers of 
tle corporation. 

Without further statement of facts it is the 
opinion of your committee that the South Park 
Commissioners should be respectfully requested 
to extend the time within which all the buildings 
and constructions referred to in the ordinance 
should be removed one year from the time of the 
limitations expressed in the ordinance and that 
the Exposition be’ permitted to retain possession 
of the park and plaisance until the first day of 
May, 1894, and therefore recommend the adop- 
tion of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the South Park Commissioners 
be requested to extend the time for the removal 
of the buildings and structures erected by the 
World's Columbian Exposition and the State 
and foreign Commissioners within Jackson Park 
and Midway Plaisance one year from the dates 
prescribed by the ordigance of Sept. 19, 1890, 
and that the Exposition be permitted to retain 
possession of the park and plaisance until the 1st 
day of May, 1804, and that a copy of this resolu- 
tion and the foregoing report be presented to 
said Park Commissione rs for their consideration. 


EXHIBITERS SCORE THACHER. 


They Petition Congress Not to Let Him 
Carry Out His Extra-Diploma Idea. 

There is more trouble ahead for John Boyd 
Thacher. The American exhibiters are after 
him and yesterday sent the following protest 
to Congress: 

Resolwed, By the Associated American Exhibit- 
ers that a protest be forwarded to Congress 
against the plan of John Boyd Thacher, Commit- 
tee on Awards, submitted to and approved by the 
National Commission Oct. 23, 1893, being acted 
upon favorably by Congress for the reason that 
this new demand upon his time if authorized 
would plunge still deeper into confusion and mal- 
administration the rights of exhibiters who have 
been advised that medals and diplomas have 
been awarded them. Direct information has come 
to exhibiters that notin a single instance have 
the awards made by judges been edited or 
couched in the permanent terms to be personally 
decided upon by John Boyd Thacher; that the 
actual work has not as yet been com 
menced or even the contract awarded 
for the manufacture of the medals; 
and further that the engraving of the diploma 
has been barely begun; and that the plate cannot 
be finished within eight or ten months, this mak- 
ing it practically certain that the diplomas can- 
not be ready for delivery within a year. This 
co nfession of inability, to use the strongest term, 
to meet the requirements of the most important 
work already devolving upon him by the action 
of the National Commission justifies the strong- 
est protest against adding to the duties already 
overwhelming him, and any such additional re- 
sponsibility put upon bim would increase the 
great injury already sustained by the exhibiters 
through his demonstrated incapacity to meet 
the requirements of the Committee on Awards 
which he constitutes.

MANHATTAN COMPANY REFUSES 10 
00 INTO TRE POOL 


Ita Wagon Is Followed by Two Men Claim- 
ing to Be Detectives, Who Afterwards 
Confess to Have Been Employed to 
Make a List of Places Supplied by the 
New Company- May Reduce Price to 
Three Dollars Per Barrel<?ool and Its 
Methods. : 

Unless the youngest brewing concern shall 
yield to the extraordinary pressure which is 
being put upon it to force it into the great 

brewers’ pool of Cook County there nay be a 

beer war which will carry the price of beer 

down $2 or $3 a barrel. The Manhattan 

Brewing company, the concern in question, 

began operations four weeks ago. Before 

its engines began to move efforts were 
made to include it in the pool. 

They took the form of coaxing at first. Then 

underselling was tried. Yesterday the ef- 

forts to get it into the pool culminated in aa 
affray between two of its employés and men 
who confessed they were hired by the pool, 
after the last two had followed the brewery 
men for ten miles while the latter were mak- 
ing deliveries for the purpose of secur-

„ It was said yesterday that 
aline of similar tactics would be followed 
and that in the fight instituted by the pool 
against the Manhattan company beer would 
be dropped to 83 a l if necessary to 
force the result sought. Incidental to the 
affair information was developed as to the’ 
constitution and workings of the pool which 
indicates that Cook County holds within its 
boundariesa trust of the old-fashioned kind, 
that saloonkeepers are held by it in a state of 
almost bondage so far as it is concerned, and 
that it is welded together bya system of 
many penalties too severe for even the richest 
of its members to incur. 


How It Occurred. 


In the affray referred to Driver Myer and 
Sales Agent August Leuders of the Manhattan 
company and two men who said they were 
detectives connected with a private detective 
agency were the actors. Early yesterday 
morning Myer and his helper started with 
their wagon from the brewery, which is lo- 
cated on Emerald avenue near Forty-second 
street. A mile away from the brewery Myer 
stopped to water his horses. Two men in 
a buggy drawn by a dig horse 
stopped also. Myer paid no attention to them 
until he had called at two or three saloons, 
when he noticed the buggy was still close be- 
hind and that it stopped whenever he did. 
This continued for half an hour, when Myer, 
who is a typical beer wagon driver, weighing 
250 pounds, began to grow nervous. He re- 
marked to his helper that the men wanted to 
rob him of the money he was collecting. He 
shouted to the men in the buggy to mind 
their own business. They made no reply 
but continued the pursuit. Down Halsted 
street Myer drove, stopping at different sa- 
loons, the silent pursuers close behind, stop- 
ping wherever he did and noting the place in | 
a little book. By the time he reached West 
Indiana street Myer was in a state 
citement.

All Were Arrested. 


“Stay with Myer and get rid of them,“ the 
Secretary responded. When Leuders went 
into the street the buggy was disappearing 
around the corner. He told Myer to drive 
one way while he hurried his horse 
around the block in the opposite direction. 
Near the West Chicago Police Station Myer 
saw the buggy coming in his direction. He 
turned his horses around so as to block the 
street, and Leuders driving up rapidly behind 
the four men came together. 

Now you get out and we fight this!“ My- 
ers and Leuders cried. 

The men in the buggy got out and a wordy 
altercation took place, which ended in all 
hands being taken to the station. | 

“They told my men at first,” said Secre- 
tary Meyer, that they were detectives and 
had followed Myer because they 
thought he was a German forger. 
Finally they confessed that they were 
employed to follow him in making his rounds, 
and make a list of the saloons supplied. The 
men were let go. I understood at once that 
they were employés of the pool.” 

Men supposed to belong to the pool refused 
to say anything about the incident yesterday. 
Levy Mayer, counsel for large brewers, was 
seen. He also deciined to say anything. 
Saloonkeepers talked about the pool and the 
Illinois act prohibiting pools, trusts, and com- 
bines. 

Pool Agreement. 

The pool, according to insiders, is an 
agreement between brewers for what they 
call self-protection. There are, it is said, not 
more than three copies of the agreement 
binding them to that ostensible purpose, and 
the signatures of nearly fifty brewing com- 
panies and firms are appended to these. Chi- 
cago concerns are not the only signers. The 
names of big brewing companies in other 
cities appear. When the pool was formed a 
method of government was adopted, which, 
it is said, has not been varied to an extent 
since. Brewers were required to make a 
statement containing an exact account of the 
number of barrels sold by them the previ- 
ous year, together with a statement 
of the capacity of their houses, 
their output, and lastly a complete list of 
their customers. All of these details are tab- 
ulated in a large book in the custody of 
the secretary of the pool. It might be sup- 
posed that these details would be accepted as 
correct by the pool associates, but they are 
not. A committee is appointed to verify 
them. Usually the committee consists of men 
not residents of Ch'cago. The record of 
stamps sold by the government 
is examined, brew-houses are visited, 
and all the saloonkeepers contained in 
the list is verified. When the results 
of this inquiry are turned in they are usually 
found to tally with the personal statements 
made, itis said. Brewers find it useless to at- 
tempt to misstate their business if they are so 
disposed. The pool agreement is then laid 
before the newcomer. It provides first the 
amount of beer he shall be allowed to sell per 
year, 

How Business Is Divided. 


The annual consumption of Cook County is 
about 3,000,000 barrels. This is divided 
among the members of the pool. They are 
allotted a certain territory. From a big book

MURDER IN A SALOON. 


BARKEEPER SHOT FOR TRYING TO 
ENFOROE A RULE OF THE PLACE 


Murderer Arrested After Shooting an Offi- 
cer and Failing to Kill by a Mere Ac- 
_ Cident=One Confederate Surrounded by 
a Mass of People, Who March Him 
Struggling Off to the Station—Another 
Confederate Captured Later by the Po- 
liceYoung Man Stabs His Mother. 
Bert Young shot Leonard Johnson, bar- 
keeper in Lomax’s saloon at Clark and Harri- 
son streets, through the heart last night, kill- 
mg him instantly. Detectives Tierney and 
Arado saw Johnson fall and tried to arrest 
Young. He again drew his revolver and press- 
ing it against Tierney’s body drew the trig- 
ger. ‘Tierney moved at the moment and the 
bullet passed through his clothing, scarcely 
raising the skin. 
Young and two men named George Ellis 
and Frank Pierson were loafing about Clark 
and Harrison streets last night. About 9:30 
o’clock the men went into Lomax’s saloon 
and called for beer and a bowl of soup. Each 


on. Young refused 
and placed his bowl on the counter. Johnson, 
the barkeeper, told him this wes against the 
rules. Young refused to use the tray and 
Johnson came around and took away the 
soup. Young drew a revolver and threatened 
to shoot if the barkeeper did not replace the 
soup. Johnson coolly put the bowl behind 
the counter and then seized Young around 
the waist from behind and started to carry 
him out of the saloon. The two men came to 
Young’s aid, but the barkeeper shook them 
off and carried his man towards the door. 
Fires the Fatal Shot. 4 
Just as he reached the screen Young 
wrenched around, placed his revolver over 
Johnson's left breast, and fired. Quickly 
shiftimg the muzzle of the gun Young 
supported the now limp body of 
the barkeeper lo enough to send 
another bullet into Jo 's right breast be- 
fore releasing him: Young threw up his 
hands and fell on his face, dead, on the 
threshold of the saloon. Young bent over the 
murdered man long enough to make sure that 
his work was done and then, replacing the 
revolver in his pocket, started to run out of 
the saloon. : 
Detectives Tierney and Arado were crossing 
reet from the southeast corner of Clark 
streets. The open door of the 
saloon was directly before.them when they 
heard the two shots fired. Looking ahead, 
the two officers saw the white-aproned bar- 
tender fall, saw Young bend over the body 
and then start to escape. Tierney rushed 
forward and caught the fleeing murderer by 
the shoulders. The two men locked, when 
Young suddenly stooped and drew his re- 
volver. Before a move could be made he 
the barrel against Tierney’s back, 
just below the shoulder, and fired. A sudden 
move on Tierney’s part saved him. The pistol 
was so close that the concussion almost par- 
alyzed Tierney’s shoulder. Young was be- 
ginning to get where he could use his pistol 
again, when he was grabbed by Arado. 
Young kept calling. Ho, Red, come help 
me,” and a man sprang forward in response. 
He came in range of Araio’s fist and was 
knocked down. Then the pistol was wrenched 
from Young and he was taken, still fighting, 
ah : t 


Then came a eurious thing. Pierson had 
taken a hint and had escaped, but Ellis 
lingered, He was recognized by the crowd as 
one of the murderer’s companions and the 
crowd surrounded him. No man touched 
him, none spoke to him, but he was inclosed 
in a circled wall of humanity. Then bya 
common impulse the crowd began to move 
towards the police station, with Ellis in its 
midet. In bis human cage Ellis raged like a 
wild animal. Time and again he tried in 
vain to break through the rauks around 
him; he begged the people to let him out; 
vowed that he had nothing to do with the 
murder; but the crowd carried him along 
without a word. 

Inside the station Tierney and Arado had 
just staggered in with their prisoner. Tierney 
was cut and his clothes were torn. Almost 
breathless he told Capt. Hartnett what had 
happened and the Captain went charging out. 
At the door he ran into that crowd. The 
ranks opened for him; some one explained 
matters and the burly Captain took Ellis by 
the neck and carried him inside. 

When Young was brought in he first gave 
the name of Frank Smith. When he had been 
talked to he weakened and said his name was 
Bert Young and that he was from Jolinson 
City, Kas. When he was searched a bunch of 
keys arranged to open any door, a burglar's 
cap, $70 in money, and a fine gold watch 
were found on him. Ellis also had much 
money and a watch. Later the police went 
to the Harrison.House and arrested Pierson. 
He was the man who responded to the cry for 
„Red.“ 

Officer Tierney’s Narrow Escape. 

When Tierney was examined it was seen 
what a close call he had had. The bullet had 
entered just above his left armpit and had 
come out on the other side of his sleeve. His 
shirt and underclothing were pierced, but the 
skin on his side was barely raised. 

Capt. Hartnett thinks well of his capture. 
He said last night: 

„% These three came from Dakota and they 
are bad men. Their plan is to go into a sa- 
loon, and while one of them gets into a fight 
with the bartender the others rob the till. 
From the description I feel sure that these are 
the men who entered and robbed Joseph Ful- 
ler’s saloon at No. 4065 Archer avenue, and 
when they were interrupted shot Officer Fred 
Rung. They will be shown to the saloonkeep- 
er and the officer tomorrow.”’ 

Johnson was a single man, 32 years old, 
and lived between Fifty-eighth and Fifty-ninth 
streets in Englewood. His body is at the 


morgue.

EFFECT OF THE VOORHEES BILL. 


The Difference Between That Measure and 
the House or Wilson Act. 
Wasurxeron, D. C., Oct. 24.—The effect of 
the passage of the Senate repeal bill will not 
probably produce another fight. The Wilson 
bill, which the House passed Aug. 28 last, 
providing for the repeal of the silver purchase 
clase of the Sherman law contained this pro- 
viso : | 
But this repeal shall not impair or in any man. 
ner affect the legal tender quality of the standard 
silver dollars —1— —— the faith 
and credit of the United States are 
to maintain the parity of the standa 
silver coins of the United States at the present 
legal ratio or such other ratio as may be estab- 
lished by law. 

The Voorhees bill, which was reported to 
the Senate from the Finance committee as a 
substitvte for the Wilson bill, replaced that 
proviso with the following substitute : 

And it is hereby declared to be the ong 
the United States to continue the use of both 

Id and silver as standard money, and to coin 

th goid and silver into money of equal in- 
trinsic and exchangeable value, such equality to 
be secured th international agreement or 

such safeguards of legislation as will insure 
maintenance of the parity in value of the 
coins of the two meta and t ual power of 
every dollar at all times in the markets and in 
the payment of debts. And it is hereby deciared 
the efforts of the government should be 
steadily directed to the establishment of such a 
safe system of bimetallism as will maintain at 
all times the equal power of every dollar coined 
or issued by the United States in the markets 
and in the payment of debts. . 3 

Should the Voorhees bill pass and be sent 
over tothe House Speaker Crisp says there 
will be two motions in order, one to concur in 
the Senate amendment or substitute, the other 
to refer itto a committee. The expectation 
expressed wag that the former motion would 
be made and adopted. 
Voorhees bill is so far satisfactory to the re- 
pealers in the House that, in order to get 


prompt action on the bill. it is believed they 


will concur in it without question. 

Whether or not any obstructive tactics will 
be employed against the bill in the House 
was a question asked today, and the impres- 
sion received was that there will not be. Mr. 
Bryan, the Nebraska silver champion, said 
when the question was put to him that e 
had been no consultation among the silver 
25 did not know what they would 

oO. 

Mr. Pence of Colorado had definite ideas on 
the subject. *“‘How can you obstruct any- 
thing under the rules here? he asked. There 
is no freedom of debate in the House; that 
much I’ve learned since comihg here. If 
necessary to secure prompt action the Com- 
mittee on Rules will report an order for a 
vote. 

The necessity of having a 828 in the 
House to act upon the bill has been one of the 
questions gocsidered. At present there is no 
quorum in the city. but the House officials be- 
lieve that on the morning of the day after a 
final vote shall be reached in the Senate there 
will be one within sight of the Speaker’s desk. 

Representatives would like to adjourn this 
week if possible, and the 8 er and the 
Committee on Rules will do all in their power 
to bring it about ifthe matter comes within 
their jurisdiction. But adjovrnment does not 
rest upon the silver bill alone. The Senate 
must first dispose of the McCreary bill to 
amend and modify the Geary Chinese restric- 
tion and registration act betore the admin- 
istration will accede to adjournment.

DR, BOYNTON WILL COME BACK, 


A Relative Has Sent Money to Bring the 
Would-Be Destroyer to His Home. 

Wasutretor, D. C., Oct. 24.—Dr. Boynton,

In the meantime, the World's Fair custom- 
house officials are — 1 their arrangements 
to commence the work inspecting exhibits 
the next day after the expiration of the six 
months’ term. : 

Capt. Hall, Deputy Collector, said yesterday 
everything indicates a general wmigra- 
tion as rapidly as the circumstances will 
permit. “I don’t have much hope,“ he 
continued, of the effort to get a reduction 
in duties.

The mission 
was founded many years ago as one of a pro- 
posed chain of retreats to which the Indians 
could repair before the press of civilization. 
Education among them ‘is limited, their 
morality is not of the best, and they are tim- 
orously suspicious of strangers. ne Amer- 
ican, a storekeeper and blacksmith, lives with 
them. The church is an odd piece of archi- 
tecture. To the visitor who wished to inspect 
the interior the Indian captain handed the 
keys, of iron and heavy, after he had been 
placated with a é§ cast-off pair of 
trousers. The building is long, narrow, low, 
and dark, with adobe walls and rough beams 
set in them to support roof, under which 
are layers of canes and tules. Rude paintings 
cover the walls, and other ornaments are a 
life-sized image cf Antonio Pala, the warrior 
and priest, from whom the mission takes its 
name, and a wooden statue of St. Louis, 
King of France,“ which is held in profound 
reverence by the Indians, and on feast days is 
adorned with trappings and borne at the head 
of the procession of believers in the true faith. 
‘The floor is of brick, cracked and worn. In re- 
cesses copper and brass utensils, evident 

very old and dented from use, excite the ak. 
osity of the visitor. They play a part still on 
days of ceremonial observance. The oaken 
door is plated with iron and stoutly riveted. 
The visitor finding a pile of church garments 
in an ancient chest took them out and turned 
them over, while the Indian crossed himself 
fervently as t h the act were a sacrilege. 
A short distance from the main building and 
rising from the plain stands the belfry, the 
walls of which are crumbling fast, every 
storm making inroads on them. The bells 
still ring out sweetly morning and evening. 

It is an interesting circumstance that the 
church authorities came near losing title to 
the old mission a few years ago, that it 
was saved to them through the foresight of 
the American who has made his home with 
the Indians. While a party of surveyors were 
at work in that part of San Diego County one 
of them discovered that the site, including the 
orchards and gardens, was 1 and 
and open to settlement. fore the secret 
leaked out the American “located upon 
the property and afterwards deeded the 
mission, church and buildings, to the cliurch- 
men.

The personality of Lucy Stone was little 
known, and the general idea of the woman 
was that she was masculine in appearance, 
strident voice, assertive manners, and pro- 
nounced eccentricity in dress. To those who 
had seen the small gentle lady with the soft 
white cap over the snowy hair, the low, gentle 
voice, the simple, unassuming manner, this 
champion of all things strong minded in 
womanhood seemed the embodiment of per-

When Lucy Stone was a tiny maid she read 
in the Bible: Thy desire shall be to thy 
husband, and he shall rule over thee.” At 
first she wanted to die. Then she made up 


college, called her crazy and would have noth- 
ing to do with the project. She picked ber- 
ries and chestnuts and sold them to buy books. 
She taught school, studying during the time 
and saving her money to the great end. Work 
as she would she was 25 before she could ac- 
cumulate sufficient means to take her to Ober- 
lin, the only college that would receive her.

DOCKS GIVE WAY AT WEST SUPERIOR. 


Yields to the Weight ef Coal and Super- 
structures=Loss $50,000. 

West Surenior, Wis., Oct. 24.—A hundred 
and fifty feet of the Lehigh Coal and Iron 
company’s docks have given away under the 
enormous weight of coal pressing upon them.

majority of the Senate is unwilling to change its 
rules. If that majority can not be obtained; if 
timidity, hesitation, and doubt prevail ; if the tra-

hesitate to adopt the only method that is possi- 
dle to enable a majority to pass a measure with- 

out the consent of the minority, then, of course, 

we must submit to the inevitable and accept the 
best terms possible. For one, I am in favor of 
heroic action and advocate a resolute effort to es- 
tablish forever the sacred principle that a major- 
ity must be permitted to rule in the United 
States Senate as well as in every other legis- 
lative body in the country. 

If a majority of the Senate fails to change 
its rules so that the repeal bill can be passed, 
Senator Hill says the responsibility cannot 
be laid at the door of the Democratic party.“ 
It can be laid nowhere else, and the voters of 
Ohio, Massachusetts, lowa, and other States 
whieh hold elections next month will hold that 
party responsible. The Democracy has a 
majority in the Senate. If it is not responsible 
for what is done or what is left undone there, 
then all previous ideas of party responsibility 
must be abandoned. Somebody must be re- 
sponsible for the failure to amend the rules so 
that business can be done. That somebody 


twenty-four of its members or two-thirds of 
the whole number of Republicans are ready to 
vote for a closure rule. If the Democrats, 
being in the majority in the Senate, cannot 
furnish nineteen or twenty votes for a closure 
rule, how can it be claimed that the responsi- 
bility for the failure to act is not chargeable 
to them? 

From a party point of view the wise course 
for Senator Hillto pursue is to fight for 
closure till he gets it. For if the traditions of 
the Senate are too much for him in his efforts 
te pass the repeal bill he may reat assured 
that they will be teo much for him when he 
tries to pass the bill to repeal the Federal 
election laws, which he is very anxious to get 
through, or the tariff bill, which will reach the 
Senate some time this winter. Democratic 
Senators who resist closure now cannot be 
guilty of the gross inconsistency of voting for 
it to put through partisan legislation. If the 
Senator from New York compromises on the 
repeal bill and admits the truth of what Sena- 
tor Butler said the other day, thata minority 
had a right to keep a majority from passing 
a measure until it consented to compromise, 
then the Democratie majority in the Senate 
wil. have to do a great deal of compromising

THE WORLD'S FAIR BUILDINGS. 

There ig a natural feeling of regret that the 
beautiful buildings now in Jackson Park, 
which constituted so great a part of the Ex- 
position and which were more admired than 
their contents, should be swept away, leaving 
no trace of their existence, Therefore the 
question is asked: 

Why cannot at least some of the splendid ed- 
ifices be perpetuated and stand for a year or 
more in the Lake-Front Park as monuments to 
the greatness of the Coltimbian jubilee of 1803? 
One, two, three, or even more of the main 
structures might be given a temporary home on 
the Lake-Front. Next year Chicago will be 

with more tourists than during any 
year in its history save the present one. Through- 
out the civilized world Jackson Park is known. 
It stands today the best advertised play-ground 
inthe world. And the men and women who visit 
Chicago another year will surely want to see the 
site of the greatest Exposition the world has 
known. They will want to see the buildings as 


A proposition to put up temporarily on the 
Lake-Front any of the larger buildings now in 
Jackson Park has no merit. It would be a 
great expense to no purpose. If the Exposi- 
tion directors were to turn over one of the 
great structures to the city for a nominal con- 
sideration the cost of taking down that build- 
ing and reérecting it on the Lake-Front, 
though labor is much cheaper now than it 
was in the spring, would be about equal to 
putting up one with new material. Then 
were the city to tear down the buildingin a 
year or two it would get next to no cal dage 
It would be an economic absurdity to erect a 


or 80. 

Nor would visitors or Chicagoans be as 
much impressed as they are now with the edi- 
fices which might be transplanted from Jack- 
son Park to the Lake-Front.

THE THACHER AWARDS, 

A correspondent writes to Tus Turn 
asking the following significant question: 
Will you please publish for the benefit of a 
large number -of interested persons what is 
comprehended in an ‘award’ as given by the 
Thacher committee to exhibiters? Of what 
value is it as indicating superior excellence of 
the article or device receiving such award, 
since no distinctive medal, as gold or silver, 
goes with it to give it a class, as has been cus- 
tomary in all previous exhibitions?” 

To our correspondent’s fst question it may 
be answered that the Thacher award compre- 
hends only some points of excellence and 
abandons all idea of competition. As nearly 
every article on exhibition has some point of 
excellence it follows that nearly every article 
on exhibition has been given one of the 
Thacher bronze medals and diplomas, For 
instance, several score of medals and diplo- 
mas have been given to gooseberries and pia- 
mnos. Every gooseberry and piano exhibiter 
has one of the Thacher tags, identically the 
same, and yet not one of them has a first 
prize. There is no such thing as highest 
award or greatest degree of excellence. All 
the gooseberry-growers and pianomakers 
stand on thesame plane, Their products, so 
far as the medal goes, are equally valuable, 

To our correspondent’s second query the 
answer is obvious. The award is of no value 
at all as indicating superior excellence. On 
the Thacher basig one gooseberry is just as 
good as another and one piano is just as good 
as another, but not one of the thousands who 
have received these medals has the right to 
assert that his products are superior to others 
because he has received this distinguished 
mark of Mr. Thacher’s generosity. Mr. 
Thacher is the soul of generosity. In addition 
to giving every exhibiter one of his medals he 
has secured the adoption of a new scheme by 
the National Commission under the terms of 
which all governments and departments, 
States, municipalities, public institutions, 
and other organizations and officials which 
have contributed materially to the success of 
the Fair and all individuals and corporate 
bodies which have promoted civilization”’ 
also shall have not only the bronze medal 
but a special diploma of honor. This will 
cover the whole world from pole to pole with 
the Thacher bronzes and diplomas. The only 
party left out is Mr. Thacher himself. If any 
point of excellence can be found in his 
scheme of awards, whichis exceedingly ques- 
tionable, he should have one of his own 
medals and diplomas. Will not some one of 
the millions of his beneficiaries make a mea- 
tion to that effect? 


THE WOOL-GROWER IN POLITICS. 

Gov. Rich of Michigan told the members 
of the National Wool-Growers’ Association 
the other day that the Democrats in Congress 
were appealing to the cupidity and selfishness 
of the manufacturers of woolens to have wvol 
put on the free list, and with this accom- 
plished they will then ask the injured and in- 
dignant wool-grower to get even with the 
manufacturer by helping to put the manu- 
factured article on the free list. 

This may be the program, but why should 
the wool-grower feel either injured or indig- 
nant if wool is put on the free list with the 
aid of the manufacturers? Judge Lawrence 
did promise and vow certain things in their 
name in 1890. It was stipulated in return 
for the higher duties and severer regulations 
of the wool schedule of the McKinley law 
they should “rally round the flag, boys, 
shouting once again,” and win victory 
for the Republican party. Shepherd Law- 
rence promised this, threatening that if 
more protection were not given the wool- 
growers would smash the Republican party in 
the Western States. 


rence has never explained his sheep did not 
rally around the Republican flag in 1890 or 
1892. How did the sheep of the United 
States vote in the latter year? There are 
nearly five million of them in Ohio. Had 
their owners voted the Republican ticket 
Harrison would have had 50,000 majority.

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TRACK ELEVATION NO NEARER. 
Just before the adjournment of the Council 
efor its summer vacation authority was given 
the Mayor toemploy an expert engineer to 
make a study of the track elevation problem, 
The Mayor stated at the time that he was 
confident he would be able to lay before the 
Aldermen when they reassembled satisfactoty 
plans so far as two roads at least were con- 
cerned. Plans have been prepared covering 
the Fort Wayne and Western Indiana roads, 
but, judging from the reception they have met 
with at the Hands of the Special Committee 
on Track Elevation, the Council will have 
nothing to do with them. Nor is there any 
evidence that the railzoads will accept them. 

The members of the committee expressed 
themselves in disparaging terms regarding the 
ability of the Muyor’s special engineer to deal 
with the question referred to him, and the 
railroad men who were present were of the 
same opinion. In view of this unanimous con- 
demnation it is evident that three months’ time 
has been wasted and some money spent use- 
lessly, while the elevation of the tracks in the 
Town of Lake, where grade crossings are the 
most dangerous, is no nearer than it was 
when the Council adjourned last summer. The 
intentions of the Mayor were praiseworthy. 
He had no doubt of his ability to carry out the 
promises he made, but be has failed, to the 
great regret of the people of Lake, who have 
been hoping for relief.

For these reasons the special committee re- 
jected the ordinances#ubmitted to it and gave 
directions to a subcommittee to prepare more 
acceptable ones. No time should be lost in 
this work, nor should more time be fooled 
away by employing outside talent to get up 
plans. It is evident, as Ald, Swift said. that 
the railroads will not elevate until they are 
compelled to do 30.“ The compulsion must 
come from the Council, and if the Aldermen 
wish to stand well with their constituents they 
will try a little compulsion. The spring’elec- 
tion is not so very far off. It, as has been 
claimed, the Western - Indiana has laid and is 
using tracks without authority of law, why is 
not it ousted from theenjoyment of privileges 
to which it is not entitled? It the road will 
not deal fairly with the city in this track ele- 
vation business give it a dose of rigid justice. 


A NEW YORK WHINE. 

The New York Recorder isin a silly mood. 
Referring to the attendance Manhattan day 
and trying to explain why the paid attendance 
was so small it says that Chicago, after all 
her voasted friendship for the metropolis, re- 
mained at home, brooding over real or fancied 
slights in the past.” The attendance of Chi- 
cagoans Manhattan day was as large as it has 
been on any other of the special days except 
Fourth of July, Illinois, and Chicago days. 
Everything that was possible was done to 
help New York out. Its tickets were printed 
specially for it and 50,000 of them were sent 
to that city, of which the sum total of 760 
were sold, Chicago furnished special escorts 
of its Hussars and First Regiment—something 
that was not done on any other day.

It could not be 
expected to make a levy upon its citizens en 
masse to help swell attendance. If this silly 
New York paper will stop to think for a min- 
ute it may remember that Chicago has been 
going to the Pair for six mopths, that three 
months ago it had seen everything over and 
over again, that it has taken all its relatives 
and friends and patiently gone over the beaten 
track with them, thatit has neglected its social 
and its business duties to attend to 
hospitality, that it is worn out and 
tired out, and that on its own day it outdid 
itself or anything else the world has done in 
the way of acrowd, To expect that it would 
go again in any such numbers is simple folly. 
If it had turned out im anything like the style 
it did on its own day it would not have been 
Manhattan day, but a second Chicago day, 
which would not have been courteous to the 
Eastern metropolis, It went as it has been 
going every day, and looked to New York as 
it has looked to other localities, and not m 
vain, to boom itself. But reverse the case. 
Suppose the Fair had been held in New York 
City and there had been a Chicago day, 
Would the New-Yorkers have turned out en 
masse? Fortunately there would have been 
little need of it, for in such a case Chicago 
would have taken possession of that city—

One great reason for the change is under 
stood to be the desire of the United Kingdom 
to encourage the growth of tea within British 
territory, as shown by the fact that the Eu- 
glish imports of tea from China decreased 
from 125 million pounds in 1879 to only 34 
millions last year. It is stated that under this 
encouragement the India and Ceylon tea 
planters have been experimenting with new 
machinery and processes of curing that have 
not been attempted in slowly changing China, 
and that there are now more grades and va- 
rieties of British grown tea than of China 
grown tea. Excessive inland taxation helps 
the British competition to depress the Chinese 
tea industr y. which en now in a low condition. 


Tus ane (Ga.) r has passed a 
series of resolutions calling the tax on State 
bank note circulation a financial farce, de- 
manding its repeal, and stating that the ex- 
change does not ask Congress to assume any 
responsibility, moral or otherwise, for the cur- 
rency which State banks may issue in case 
the tax be repealed, Of course.
